Russian actions in Austria, as described by G eneral Clark in his 
m onthly report for July, reveal a short-sighted selfishness that reflects 
ao credit on Moscow. Not only in Austria but am ong the peoples of the 
othe: occupying powers they are stirring up resentm ent out of all p ro ­ 
portion to any economic gains the Soviet can hope for. 
G eneral Clark protests against the Russian policy of grabbing 
practically ail ot Austria's oil an a refusing to give the o th er occupying 
powers their share He protests against the Russian attem pt to seize a 
long list of Austrian properties on the giound that they were “G erm an 
an d reports thai the Allied control council has approved A ustria’s decision 
to nationalize these properties over R ussian objection. He charges Russia 
w ith obstructing A ustrian recovery by refusing 
to perm it form ation 
of a central governm ent. 
This recital comes at a m om ent when Austria is the subject oi 
sh a rp discussion at Geneva, where the United Nations Relief and R e ­ 
habilitation A dm inistration is in session. Fiorella LuG uardia. director- 
general of the UNRRA, h as announced he will enforce Resolution 91, 
which forbids the shipm ent of indigenous products out of a country 
receiving a i d . The Russian tielecate refused even to discuss this m atter 
on a ground that it lies outside the scope of UNRRA, 
This attitude is unintelligent a.s well as unreasonable. W hen the 
Russians are system atically stripping Austria they m ust expect th a t the 
United States. B ritain and Canada, which supply 90 per cent 01 UNRRA 
funds, will object to shipping in goods Austria could otherwise provide 
for her people. I: is time th a t Soviet, policymakers realized that this 
game is not w orth the candle. 


Chiangs Reply 
Generalissim o Chiang K ai-Shek's pronouncem ent on th e policy 
of his governm ent, issued on the anniversary oi the Jap an ese surrender, 
m ade no m ention of the statem ent m ade by G eneral M arshall and Am­ 
bassador S tu art.
